DOMINION PARLIAMENT. 


THE OPPOSITION WAITING ON 
WASHINGTON 

In the Hope That United States 
Legislation Will Do For the 
Yukon Railway Project 
What They Are Not Able by 
Their Voices and Votes to 
Accomplish. 


Orrawa, March 1, 1898. 


There were about 25 Liberals and 14 
Conservatives when the House re-as- 
sewbled to-day. 

In response to a request of SirCharles 
Tupper, the Prime Minister promised 
that a copy of the telegram sent by the 
Government to Lord Strathcona in 
reference to Hamilton Suwith would be 
laid on the table. 

A voice from British Columbia was 
beard in support of the Yukon Railway 
policy of the Government. Mr Bostcck, 
the Member for Yale-Cariboo, present 
ed in justification of the agreement 
made with Messrs. Mann & Mackenzie 
many reasons which appealed strong'y 
to the business men of the Hovse. He 
pointed out the mineral possibilities of 
the Caribco and Cassiar districts and 
predicted that the resources of these 
regions would in the near future yield 
large returns to those who exploit 
them. Mr. Bostock brought before 
the House « consideration in favor of 
the Ashcroft route, which has not been 
mentioned during the debate. He 
said that prospectors would find it 
profitable to start north from the C, P. 
R. at Ashcroft or Kamloops, because 
they would be able to explore the 
country between these - points and 
Telegraph Creek, and possibly locate 
rich claims. If, however, they did not 
the new Stikine railway would be of 
great service to them upon their arrival 
overland at Telegraph Creek, tor they 
would then be able to secure speedy 
transportation into the heart of the 
Yukon district. He discussed the 
terins of the contract and approved of 
them in view of the exceptional _ char- 
acter of the circumstances which con- 
front the Government. 

Hon. R. R. Dobell pronounced the 
contract with Messrs. Mann & Mac- 
kenzie to be judicious and satisfactory. 
He admitted that the Government 
might possibly have secured the con 
struction of the road for less than 25,000 
acres a inile, but they could not have 
had it completed by September 1. Who 
was there, he asked, who would haggle 
over the cost of a road like thie, when 
there was possible danyer of bloodshad 
or starvation in the Yukon country 
without it? The bringing forward by 
Mr. Maclean of the tender of Hamilton 
Smith, « month after the contract had 
been signed, was merely an effort to 
disturb the public mind. Mr. Smith, 
he said, was a sott of wrecker, who 
went around the world trying to make 
people unhappy. 

Mr. McDougall, the senior Member 
for Cape Breton, discussed the subject 
adversely to the Gevernment.

Of every dollar 
that western Canadian farmers re ceived 
from the Yukon trade the merchant 
and manufacturer of Eastern Canada 
would receive 50 cents, while from 
what went to Washington and Oregon 
farmers they would receive nothing, 
and therefore it was of nations! iin- 
portance that some other route should 
be secured. It was, he said, no use 
taking measures to develop a particular 
section of the country unless Canada 
would benefit by that development. 
Mr. Oliver insisted that the grant of 
100,000 acres of gold-bearing lands 
with the right of selection was of more 
value than a grant of 10,000,000 acres 
required to be taken arbitrarily with. 
out selecticn. The company would not 
have to send out a single prospector, as” 
every one of the 10€,000 men who were 
going in there would be a prospector 
for them. To throw the choice of the 
gold besring lands ot that country ; 
into the hands of one company was, 
Mr. Oliver insisted, a greater hindiance 
to its development than could be com- 
pensated for by the building of the 
railway. He complained that it was 
unjust that the company’s grant should 
extend to the east of the mountains, 
as that district could never be bene- 
titted by the building of the railway. 
He ridiculed the idea that there could 
be-any Starvation if the road was not 
constructed 

Dr. Rutherford commented on the 
lack of harmony in the Opposition 
camp, and remarked that the recent 
attacks on Sir Charles Tupper and Mr. 
Foster by their followers showed that 
they made no distinction between the 
Conservative and Liberal leaders. He 
agreed with an observation he had 
recently heard that a beneficent Provi- 
dence had kept the yold in the Yukon 
country under twenty feet of earth 
until such time as there was an honest 
Government in power at Ottawa. 
There was, he said, no better proof of 
the wisdom of a beneficent Providence 
than was affurded in the Yukon Rail- 
way bargain.

On such evenings as these the hours be- 
tween dinner and bedtime are devoted 
to music, the Empress being a remark- 
ably clever pianist, while whenever 
Prince Henry is present he produces 
his violin,.on which he is a far more 
accomplished performer than even his 
Uncle Aifred, the second and sailor son 
of Queen Victoria. 

The Emperor never sings 
either his wife or his brother consents 
to accompany him, for singing is one 
of the few things—perhaps the only one 
—in which bh» is not absolutely sure 
o his superiority, and it is propably 
precisely on that avcou:t—that is to 
say, in consequence of his diffidence 
—that he really sings in a very pleus- 
ing manner. 

It is King Oscar, however, who pos- 
sesses the finest barytone voice in Eu- 
rope, and experts have declared that 
had he been forced to sing instead of 
to reign for a living he would have 
surpassed every professional barytone 
now on the stage. Queen Margherita 
of Italy is passionately fond of sing- 
img and of music, tut her husband, 
King Humbert, like King Leepold of 
Belgium, abominates the very sound of 
music, which grates upon hts nerves. 
None of Queen Victoria’s family pro- 
fesses to have a sufficiently good voice 
for singing to encourage him to per- 
form solos. But they are all glad to 
join in singing, no matter when or 
where, and their voices are easily dis- 
tinguishable above those of the remain- 
der of the people singing. I never have 
bean able quite to make out whether 
this is due to the peculiarity of their 
accent or if it is attributabba to the 
fact that owing to their royal rank 
they have a right to pitch their voices 
higher and louder than any one else. 

Queen Victoria’s third daughter, the 
Princess Christian of Schleswiz-Hol- 
stein, belongs to choral societies in 
London and Windsor which give public

concerts. In these the Princess takes 
an active part. Nothing is more in- 
spiring ¢han to hear the Prince of 


Wales singing on Sunday at church at 
the top of his voice his favorite hymn, 
“Onward, Christian Soldiers,’ the 
rolling “rs” giving it something es- 
sentially militant and military.

CRIMEAN BATTLE FIELDS. 


SABASTOPOL IS 10-DAY A VERY 
COMMONPLACE FOWN. 


Gn the Bleedy Field of Inkcrman—The 
Valley ef Balaklava and the Fameus 
Charge-@e °©"ts a Gay and Beauti- 
fal City. 

Shortly after dawn we anchored in 
the harbor of Batoum, and soon I 
was on Russian soil, writes a cor- 
respondent. , 

The town of Batoum, with its four- 
teen thousand to fifteen thousand in- 
habitants, is built on a _ projecting 
tongue of land, some few miles north 
ot the mouth of the River Tchoruk. 
Almost immediately behind the town 
lies a large dreary-looking swamp, 
Stretching back ta the hills that run 
almost parallel with the seashore. This 
swamp is a veritable hotbed of mal- 
aria, and it is said tiat few Europeans 
visit Batoum for the first time with- 
out being attacked by the intermit- 
tent fevers or agues that infest the 
district. 

Under Russian rule Batoum has 
ravidly developed, and were it not for 
| the groups of Turks, Armenians, Ta- 
jiks, Ciscassians, Georgians, Mongols, 
and ‘Tartans that throng the streets 
one could easily imagine one’s self in 
a European town. A broad chaussee, 
that has only recently teen construct- 
|ed, runs along the sea front. The old 
wooden Turkish houses have nearly all 
been supplanted by substantial stone 
buildings, while commodious quays and 
Warebouses have sprung up on every 
Side. 

By means of the Baku-Batoum rail- 
way that connects the Caspian with 
the Riack sea, Russia is able to trans- 
fer her vast resources from the in- 
terior to the shores of the Euxine.

being admirably suited for the concen- 
tration of her products. A_ subse- 
quently constructed railway, connect- 
ing Petrovsk with the more northerly 
Novorossisk, enables Russia to dupli- 
cate the transference of her resources 
to these parts.» And as the Petrovsk- 
Novorossisk line is at the same time 
connected with nearly the whole of 
the Russian railway system these ports 
on the eastern shores of the Euxine 
occupy &@ most important position, not 
only from a commercial but from a 
military point of view, for by a sim- 
ilar process troops can be transferred 
to and concentrated in the Black Sea 
region from almost every corner of the 


Russian Empire. 

During the last fifteen years or so 
the petroleum trade at Batoum and 
manganese ore trade at Poti have in- 


creased by leaps and bounds; and to 
cope with this remarkable development 
of recent years, Russia has gone ‘to 
considerable expenditure in rendering 
Eee Poti and Batoum safe ports of 
call. 

When Batoum first fell into Rus- 
sian bands an ungainly Turkish Laz- 
aar ran straight down to the — sea- 
shore, passing through a part of the 
fortifications on i{q way. To remove 
this eyesore was one of the problems 
with which tha Russian officiai mind 
had to grapple, for the fact of its 
being built upon rendered it illegal to 
confiscate the ground. One night a 
mysterious fire broke out, and—curi- 
ous to say—no effort was

authorities to extinguish it until 
nearly the whole of the bazar was raz- 
ed to the ground. Rumor has it, that 
this fire was not the result of acci- 
dent, and the rapidity with which the 
authorities set about constructing a 
street upon the cite of the destroyed 
bazaar tends considerably tostrength- 
en the probability of this rumor te- 
ing correct. 

I stayed a few days at Batoum, 
and then changed into one of the 
“Ligne de Crimee-Caucase” boats bound 
we Novorossisk, Yalta, and Sebasto 
pol. 

Owing to its charming position on 
the richly wooded siopes of a perfect 
crescent, of hills, where, amid luxx- 
uriant {o'iage, houses, villas, and man- 
sions, stand in quiet seclusion. Ya!ta 
has deservedly become one of the most 
fashionable pleasure resorts in the 
south of Russia. 

It was but a few hours after mid- 
night when we dropped our anchor 
in the harbor of Sebastopol. The forts 
of Nicholas and Constantine stood on 
both sides of the entrance, while on a 
narrow tongue of land, formed by the 
sea on one side and a_ little bay on 
the other, lay the historic town it 
self. 

Before the famous bombardment of 
October 17, 1854, when the roar of the 
deadly broadsides from the ships, and 
the deafening din of the cannenadea 
from the land was beard many leagues 
off, Sebastopol was a large and beau- 
tiful city, that rose elegantly from 
the shore inthe form of an amphi- 
theatra. 

To-day it is nothing more than a 
commonplace town, showing signs of 
neglect on every: aide, and reminding 
one of

that was struck by a bold and en-| 
terprising enemy to Russia’s greatest 
and strongest naval arsenal. 

In tbe early part of the eighteenth 
century Sehastoyol was a pretty Tar- 
tar village called Akhtiar. In 1773 
it fell into the hands of the Russians, 
and under the aegis of the Empress

Catherine it rayidl 
it attained toa p 
itical importance. 

At the tima of the Crimean war the 
town was strongly fortified on every 
side. Six powerful batteries defended 
the Southern sid of its port. and 
four its Northern side; and so 
strong were tke, walls that for along 
‘time _the heavy discharge of cannog 
that battered against them almost 
unceasingly, merely marked and dent- 
ed them without dismantling a sing!le 
one. i 

For nearly thres hundred and fifty 
days Se'astopol held out against the 


following year, when all hope of fur- 
ther resistance was over, the Rus- 
sians decided to make a fearful cacri- 
fice—to destroy the city of which they 
were so justly; proud, rather than let 
it fall into the hands of their enemy. 
Every preparation was made for this 
terrible holocaust of war, and very 
soon the work of destruction commenc- 
ed. Magazine after. magazine was ex- 
ploded until the whole town was en- 
veloped in a sea of living fire. When, 
shortly, after, the English entered it, 
they found nothing but a _§fear- 
ful wreck of masonry— the remains 
of the once so formidable forts and 
Si ae defensive works of Sebkasto- 
pol 

My first visit after landing was to 
the famous ditches of Malak@ff and 
Little Redan, which, during the days 
of that terrible sieze, were ‘ 

FILLED WITH ‘THE CORPSES 

of hundreds of slain and mangled Rus- 
Slans. ‘These two ditches lie immediate- 
ly behind the town on the strip of land 
Situated between the dockyard creek 
and tne harbor. Itwas here that the 
itussians had their batteries. To the 
right of the Malakoff was the valley of 
the Tchernaya, River, and across the 
water, on the opposite side of the har- 
bor, lay the little village of Inkerman, 
on rugged ground, intersected by nu- 
merous ridges and hollows, so ceep 
that durin the famous battle of that 
name se eral encounters were going on 
simultaneously, while the several divi- 
sions of the troops were hidden from 
the view of each other. A grey granite 
obelisk, bearing the name and date of 
the battle and the words, “Erected by 
the British army,” in English, Rus- 
sian, Greek and Turkish, marks the 
very centre of the hattlefield. 

I next drovei to Cathcart’s Hill, the 
burial place of Sir George Cathcart 
and a great number of the British 
soldiers who died in the Crimea. From 
the summit of the hill an excellent 
view is ol tained of the spots where 
the principal events of the hombarid- 
ment of Sebastopol and the battle of 
Tebernaya took place. Looking to the 
north one sees, the town of Sehasto:o! 
the Malakoff, the Mamelon, the Little 
Redan, the Valley of the Tchernaya, 
the villaze of Inkerman,—and beyond 
—the barren, undulating steppes that 
extend over ti greater part of south- 
ern Russia. Tol the west are the spots 
where General Canrotert and Lord 
Raglan had their headquarters. On 
tue east we see the Tchernaya winding 
its serpentine course over the rugged 
country; while teyond the moun- 
tains, in the south, lies the valley 
of Balaklava, where that most bril- 
liant episode of the Crimean War—the 
“Charge of the Light Brigade,” —too 


their swords glittering in t © suoin- 
ing sun, rode recklessly into the midst 
of the Russians who were drawn up 
in strong columns to receive them. At 
a distance of twelve hundred yards the 
heavy fire of their cannon was open- 
ed upon them, enveloping all for a mo- 
ment ina flood of smoke and flame. 
A shrill sound of mingled shouts and 
death shrieks arose echoing and re- 
echoing in the valley, and the smoke 
disversing revealed the fearful gaps 
which the enemy’s halls had made as 
they awept through the British 
ranks. With a ringing cheer, and 
withont a moment’s hesitation, they 


place. 

Six hundred British light 
again plunged—but with greatly dim- | 
Inished numbers—into the smoke and 
fire of the Russian batteries, and em- 
erged, at the; rear of the enemy. reel- 
Ing wounded in their saddles, but with 
the blood of the Russian gunners drip- 
ping from their swords. But there was 
no time for hesitation, for they had 
to return and confront anew the mur- 
derous fire of the batteries and the 
fearful volleys of the musketry. Wheel- 
ing rapidly round they again flew into 
the smoke and fire of the guns, and af- 
ter a deadly struggle, during which 
General Bosquet’s Corps de Chasseurs 
came to their aid, the gallant Light 
Brigade emerged, with two-thirds of 
their number left dead or dying on 
the field. 

From Sebasto;ol I steamed direct to 
Odessa, one of the gayest and most cos- 
mopolitan of Russiam cities. 

Odessa is most picturesquely situat- 
ed, and the view of the town from the 
sea is very striking. Laid ovt in 
Spacious squares, boulevards, broad, 
handsome streets, beautiful parks and 
promenades, and possessing also num- 
erous elegant public buildings, several 
theatres, first-rate hotels and excellent 
shons, Odessa presents an aspect en-| 
tirely Parisian. { 

To the student’ or antiquarian Odes- 
82 comes, perhaps, as a_ kind of anti- 
climax after a round in the more! 
classical towns of. the Orient, but the 
ordinary traveler, however, will be 
able to spend a webk very pleasantly 
in this gay and charming city.

PRACTICAL FARMING. 


FATTENING LIVESTOCK. 

It requires skill to administer food 
to any domestic animal. It is great 
wonder that there are not more seri- 
ous consequences from the hit and 
miss methods of the average feeder. 
The transfer of the grazing stock to 
dry food is always a critical process. 
More of the profits of cattle feeding 
wasted from mismanagement dur- 
ing the first three months, than from 
any other source. 

Were it three months earlier in the 
season, more pertinent suggestions 
could be given on the best methods 
of putting cattle, on to grain food. It 
is well to start three months ahead 
of the period at which it is desired that 
full rations should» be given. At least 
as soon as the new corn is hard enough 
to be snapped srom the stock, the herd 
which is to be fed should be furnish- 
ed the smaliest daily ration for the 
first week, and with it a moderate 
amount of bright, dry hay or straw. 
Along with this the creatures should 
be continued upom their regular graz- 
ing grounds. There should te effort 
to guard against any extreme, all 
along, which should derange in the 
least the digestion and proper assim- 
ilation of the double ration, so to 
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are 


speak. 

During the first month of prelim- 
inary feeding no effort to limit the 
grazing desires should be exercised. 
The precaution to provide dry proven- 
der every day will enable the animals 
at any time, to correct any irregulari- 
ties arising from the second growth 
of grass or the freshness of the new 
grain. The increase of grain cannot 
he too gradual, but a slight increase 
from day to day should be the pro- 
gram.

What so ap- 
peals to the eye of one in passing, as 
the wresence of, a bit of brilliant col- 
or forme1 by a bed of even the com- 
monest flowers; and on the other hand, 
what is more depressing than a farm 
house destitute of anything to relieve 
the barren desolateness of its  sur- 
roundings, even to tke uncultivated 
eye. The outlay for materials is so 
very small compared with the returns 
derived, it would seem no one can 
afford to neglect so important a 
matter. 
_ So far as direct profit is concerned 
in the way of dollars and cents it must 
be considered that the value of prop- 
erty is often estimated from its ap- 
pearance, and a_ presence of flowers, 
trees and shrubs about a farm house 
does as much or more to impress 
a praspective buyer with a just idea 
of its real value than any other 
factor.

NUT TREES. 

The age at which any nut trceescome 
into bearing depends on the care given 
to the trees. Some authorities state 
that fifteen or twenty years are nec- 
essary to bring them into full bear- 
ing, from the time the nut is plant- 
ed. This is a mistake, as trees that 
have been well cared for should bear 
a bushel of nuts in ten years, and the 
amount wil! increase rapidly each year 
after that time. Some may enjoy rais- 
ing these trees from seed; to he sure, 
it is rether a slow process, but it is 
interesting work. When planting the 
nuts, if they’ have thin shells, te per- 
fectly sure that they have not dried 
out at all. The best plan is to. get 
them as soon, as they ripen and plant 
them at once. When this is not os- 
sible keep them in moist sand or saw- 
dust until they can be started.  But- 
ternuts, walnuts, bickorynuts and fil- 
berts being bard-shelled will keep in 
growing condition much longer, but 
should be planted in the fall as they 
germinate tetter when allowed to 
freeze, as that cracks the shell The

To wash flannels plenty of soft waiex 
and a good white soap are necessary. 
If the water is hard it can be soften- 
ec by borax until it feels slippery 1: 
the fingers. Ivory soap is not excellet 
in the laundry, though there are oth- 
ers as good.

bed directly on flannel, make a note 
of this. Make a suds and wash the 
fiannels between your hands rather 
than on the washboard. 

Tepid water should be used. and ali 
the water used for rubbing, rinsing, 
etc., should be of the same temperature. 
It is a great mistaxe to think flannel! 
should be washed in hot water. The 
hot water invariably felts it. Dry 
flannel in the house where it will not 
freeze.

USING THE TOOTHBRUSH.

W atch 
for the first permanent molars that 
come behind the milk teeth; they are 
sometimes mistaken for first teeth and 
allowed to decay. Watch. too, when the 
new ones are coming in to have them 
regular and even, for tusks are a great 
disfigurement.

London claims ta have ths ssay dog 
with false teeth in the world. ‘This 
canine curiosity is in the possession of 
Mr. E. Mosely, one of the best known 
dentists in the West End. 

Myn Duivel, as the dog is Qamed, is 
vroud of his masticators amd efies 
criticism by vigorously devouring 
Whatever is placed before him. He 
does not even, hesitate at chops, grinds 
ing their Lones to powder with won- 
derful ease. ' 

“I bought the dog abroad,” Mr 
Mosely remarks in Tid-Bits, “for «4 
Stud dog, as, although old, he possesses 
many good points’ He had no teeth, 
however, and I found that we had to 
specially prepare his food fer him.

TRADE AND COMMERCE. 


The fifth annual report of the 
Department of Trade and Commerce 
is to hand. It is gratifying to note 
the substantial increase during the 
year under review of the trade of 
the Dominion as compared with 
previous years, and in particular 
with that ended 30th June, 1896, 
which showed a greater aggregate 
trade than any up to that time, 
since Confederation. Not only has 
there since been a very material 
increase in the value of beth im- 
ports and exports, which might 
have been taken as a natural con- 
sequence of the appreciation of 
prices, were the factnotdemonstrat- 
ed by the tonnage tables that there 
has been an increase in volome 
equally as material. The aggregate 
value of the imports during the 
year is less than in 1873,1874,1875 
1882 and 1883, when exceptionally 
high prices prevailed, and jess than 
from 1890 to 1894, inclusive ; but

Her condi- 
tion is filthy; her accemmodation is dis- 
graceful; the churges are outrageous; yet 
such isthe rush to Skagway that she is 
crowded. <A few weeks ago the passenger 
rate was $32; then it was raised to $40, and 
now it is $50, As to freight rates there 
does not appear to be any fixed or regular 
prices. ‘It they think that freight will 
amount to more by measurement than by 
weight they figure up the cubic feet, and 
they are not particular in their measure- 
ments either, There is no use of kicking. 
They tell you that your freight is so much 
and if you do not Jike it you can take it 
away. You know that you are helpless and 
you have tosubmit. Then again when you 
get your freight receiot you find that you 
have apparently absolved the company of 
any responsibility as to loss or damages, 
whether caused by the compauy’s servants 
or not. 

The Corona, which went ashore herea 
few weeks ago, had on board about two 
hundred and fifty prospectors with their 
outfits. The buat went ashore and all the 
supplies wer. lost, leaving many a poor fel- 
low stranded. Some went en in hopes to 
get work at Skagway; others came back to 
Victoria to get fresh supplies. The com- 
pany lost their old boat, but as all freight 
was prepaid they are all right. Some of us 
were figuring to day the poasible freightage 
on the cargo of this ship and the moderate 
estimate is $100,000. Think of that! The 
earnings of the ship in this voyage $100,000, 
and the ship worth possibly $40,000 to $50,- 
QUO. So far as I can see the rush will be 
entirely overdone this year, and I would 
strongly advise every one to pause and con- 
I do not think anyone can purchase 
the necessary supplies and land at Skagway 
forless than €700 to $900, and then his 
troubles only commence. Let him not think, 
as did an Englishman who came ont on the 
same train with us, Klondyke bound, who 
got out of the cars at Vancouver and, 
stretching himself, thanked God that the 
roughest part of his trip was over. The 
Skagway and Dyea passes are already prac 
tically glutted and I am firmly of the opin- 
ion that thousands of people will get no 
further than the coast. If these passes are 
blocked now what will they be when the 
spring comes and snow begins to melt? It 
is true that an aerial tramway is under con 
Jvea pass, but already 


can carry for some time. Far off fields look 
green, and [ would, from the knowledge so 
this trip, strongly 
sdyise any intending prospectors tu stopand 
consider before spending their good money 
in the venture. Hundreds of thorsands of 
iollars will be made by the steamship and 
trading companies, and 1 have uo doubt 
that money will be inade by mary lucky 
individuals, but what are your chances of 
being the lucky one’? I will mail this from 
Ft. Wrangel some time to-morrow, and 
ahen L get to Skagway I will give you an 
idea of the actual state of affairs. 

In closing I can only reiterate my former 
statement that the chances this year will be

Horrors of the Klondyke Craze. 


The following letter was received 
at Vancouver froin one of Mackenzie 
and Mana’s staff, dated Wrangel, Feb. 
23: The steamer Joan, with the first 
oultit of the Mackenzie and Mann 
party, eighty men and thirty six 
horses, reached Wrangel on the 22nd. 
At Dixon's entrance the Joan narrow- 
ly escaped destruction in a fog and 
furious storm. She ran ashore once 
and but for the magnificent seamanship 
of Captain Locke, another wreck with 
all hands lost would have been chroni 
cled. Ail the other steamers will be 
delayed three days, as they dared not 
face the terrible storm. 

Wrangel is crowded beyond my 
powers to describe. Everything is 
wide open, roulette, black jack, faro, 
three card monte, any old fake game, 
are running full blast. ULumber is 
extremely scarce. It has all been 
bought up at a fabulous price, but 
there is not enough. People are sleep 
ing on verandahs, in the Catholic mis 
sion house and on boards in the open. 
Wherever there is a shelter they are 
packed together like sardines in a can. 
Pork and beans anda six by three 
board cost 8 dollar and a_ half a day. 
Many sleep in the snow and cerebro 
spinal menigitia is carrying off num 
bers, Miners cali it “Come and get 
us.” Heaven only knows where the 
next rush of people are going to put 
up. 

PNo one is going over the trail It 
took four men and ten dogs fifteen 
davs to make fifteen miles. The road 
is clear for fifteen miles, but then the 
cold wind cannot be faced by man or 
beast. The snow is fifteen feet deep 
on the ice. By this means 1,000 
miners are blocked at Stickine river.

TALKING TO THE DEAF. 

Talking to the deaf successfully is 
more an art than a question of a little 
more lung power. Not many people 
know this, however. To shout at the 
unfortunate deaf man, and shout a 
little louder if he does not immediate- 
ly hear the first shout, this is the 
usual and nearly universal way of 
taiking to the deaf. 

One authority @ woman who has al- 
ways been very successiul in ‘getting 
along’ with deaf peopie, and who has 
Leen much assoviated with them, says. 

“I never speak very loudly to a deaf 
person. I[ speak very clearly, pro- 
nounce distinctly each word, and look 
full at the person while I am speaking 
giving my undivided attention to my 
words. Almost as much can be read 
from the movement of the lips as from 
the sound of .th2 words. It is best, of 
course, to sit near the deaf one, and 
in such a position that the sound pro- 
ceeds directly from you to him. 

“It is hard always to observe such 
It would ke irksome al- 
ways to do so; but if you are about 
to hold any lengthy conversation with 
a deaf person, you wil! save your voice 
and your temper very much by pay- 
ing attention to these hints. A loud 
shouting cut, and particularly a sud- 
den shouting out, of what you wich 
to say, generally produces a confusion 
of sound in the ears of a deaf man 
without any clear idea of your mean- 
ing But your words spoken quietly, 
distinctly, and directly, and after his 
attention is attracted toward you, 
will usually be instantly understood.” 

It is certainly trying to the lungs 
and patience to talk. much with one 
who is deaf, and if we can save our- 
selves and him some embarrassment 
and unhappiness by a patient finding 
of this “better way,” it is worth while 
to try it. The woman who gives the 
hints has had much experience, and 
is sure that they wil! be found usefal.

The estimated cost is $ivv.- 
000,000, which: includes a sysiem of el- 
ectric lights along the canai’s whole 
length of one thousand miles.

The life of Arthur Frazier, one of 
the crew of the Eliza,S. Foster, the 
fisherman just in from the Grand 
Banks, was savei by a dream, says & 
Bucksport, Me., dispatch in the Bos- 
ton Journa). 

One day when he was out in a dory 
there wes a strong northwest wind and 
a heavy fog shut down and hid the 
ship from view. He was making for 
the vessel with a heavy load of fish, 
when a heavy sea boarded his dory, 
carrying away one of his oars and near- 
ly making his boat unseaworthy. This 
left him in a helpiess condition, and 
he was at thp mercy of the wind and 
waves.
